I have been going to school 
here, sitting dutifully in class 
with notebook and pen both busy.

The atomic energy process be- 
gins with uranium ores, It ends 
with the “burning” of uranium— 
235 and plutonium, which are 
the fuels of atomic energy. 

We, that is to say the public, 
“never heard of uranium until 
about the beginning of the present 
century when radium was dis- 
covered. Radium is always as- 
sociated with uranium and most 
of it comes from a metal called 
pitchblende. It is heavier than 
iron, hard as steel, and its color 
is a heavy gray-green black. 


Low-Grade Ores 


Uranium is mined like other 
metallic ores and is crushed and 
refined in mills. Unfortunatelv 
our ores are low grade and of a 
ton of ore less than a quarter of 
one percent turns out to be ura- 
nium. This is just uranium and 
the problem lies in the fact that 
it is uranium- -235 we must have. 
Most of the uranium found in 
nature is uranium—238. 

Now, to understand this, we 
must digress. All atoms have a 
nucleus. They are made up of 
varying numbers of neutrons and 
protons. The proton has a positive 
electric charge. The neutron has 
no positive charge but has weight 
and moves with , considerable 
force, 

These have an affinity and 
when -a group of neutrons and 
protons are attracted together and 
tightly held in the great grip of 
nature, they form an atom. There 
are light atoms and heavy ones. 
The heaviest is uranium—238. It 
has 92 protons and 196 neutrons. 
They add up to 238. Therefore 
uranium—238. Uranium—235, of 
course, is called that because its 
total of neutrons and protons 
is 235. 

The big job at Oak Ridge was 


to separate 238 from 235, as one | 


separates cream from milk. The 
process was and is enormously 
difficult and expensive. 

There are several processes, but 
that of gaseous diffusion, in 
which the metals are changed to 
gases and separated because one 
is slightly heavier than the other, 
and then compressed back into 
metal again, is the one Jargely 
employed. 


Atomic Furnaces 


Also much in use, and increas- 
ingly so, are the reactors, or 
atomic piles, which are in reality 
atomic furnaces. Such a ftrnace 
is an almost square building, a 
tall container, several stories 
high, with walls of concrete seven 
feet thick insulated inside with 
lead and other substances for 
two more feet. It is filled with 
neatly fitting carbon blocks 
through which run aé specified 
number of square holes. Uranium 
rods are inserted into them. Neu- 
trons are introduced. They are 
attracted by the uranium. Fission 
begins. Since this is not pure 
uranium-235, the fission which «3 
the breaking up or burning of 
the uranium atoms, proceeds 
more slowly. There occurs a con- 
trolied transmutation and a new 
basic element is created. It is 
called plutonium and it, like 
U-235, is fissionable. 

This is exciting in that if it 
is not controlled, a chain reaction 
would develop and make the 
bomb itself seem like a trick cigar 
exploding. The process is con- 
trolled by inserting into other 
holes through the vast pile of 
carbon, a number of rods of

The Business 


Outlook Is Good 


WASHINGTON—Booming business continues 
to. be the outlook for the foreseeable future. 
Practically all government and private econo- 
mists agree that no let-up is in sight for the prosperity wave that 
has been sweeping over the country with increasing tempo since 
the end of World War II. 
On the contrary, all indicators. point to a strong rise in busi- 
ness activity in’ the months that lie ahead. As one of the most 
important of these, retail trade is scheduled soon to start reversing 
its downward trend. “According to the latest survey by the United 
States News & World Report, a leading businessmen’s publication, 
“Sales by late 1952 may be breaking all records except those set 
in the months of war-scare buying” after the Korean outbreak. 
The coming Christmas trade is said to be quite likely to set 
new records. Already civilian employment, a key factor in the 
national economy, has broken all records. It is still rising. In 
July there were 62,500,000 people at work. 


Personal incomes are also rising and are now 
Income Up running at a rate of more than $250 billion a 
year. This represents an increase of 15 per cent above a year ago. 

The chief factor in the situation is the heavy rearmament pro- 
gram now under way. To appreciate what this means, the fol- 
lowing figures should be kept in mind: 

For the fiscal year which ended on June 30, defense spending 
totaled $20 billions. By July the spending rate for defense had 
risen to above $36 billion a year. Before the year ends the 
spending rate will hit $41 billion for a quarterly average. In 
early 1952 the same rate will be boosted to more than $45 billion 
a year. And by midyear of 1952 it will reach $50 billion. 

These are stupendous sums to be superimposed on our normal 
economy, already bursting at the seams with activity... To get 
what it means, it was not so long ago, back in the depression 
years of the 30’s, that the whole national income was only about 
$40 billion. 


+ ee Nor is there to be any further tight- 
No More Strings ening of. credit. Installment terms 
have been made easier by the new controls legislation recently 
passed by Congress. ; 

Finally, the new tax bill that stands in the offing is not likely 
to impose burdens that will offset risimg wages. 

These combined factors—rising employment, increased na- 
tional income and arms spending—are bound to produce an up- 
turn in business. The upturn definitely will be on the booming 
side.- Instead of any recession, what government officials are 
concerned about most is inflation. 

If that can be avoided, American business promises to go on 
humming for a long time.

Must We Be Scared? 


When the $56,000,000,000 armed services appropriation bill was 
introduced in the House of Representatives, it was accompanied 
by some frightening forecasts. Representative George H. Mahon; 


of Texas, declared there was only a “minimum of hope” that war 


with Russia could be avoided. Others predicted such a war 
would. last 10 years. 

The House thereupon began immediate debate, and passed the 
bill on the following day, virtually as the Defense department 
wanted it, by the overwhelming vote of 348 to 2. 

Whether the House was prodded into such swift action by the 
dire warnings is a matter of opinion. We do know that this 
scare technique is a recognized, even traditional method of pre- 
senting Army and Navy appropriation bills to Congress. 

We also know that it is a serious weakness that we give diligent 
attention to our national defenses only when we become fright- 
ened by our national neglect. 


That is why we were woefully unprepared 
Unp repared when we found ourselves in the First World 
War, again when Pearl Harbor blasted us into the Second World 
War. It is why we demobilized pell-mell after the Second World 
War, and then found ourselves—again—unprepared and weak 
when war flamed in Korea. ; 
We do not like to believe that these alternating periods of 
complacency and fear are inevitable. We do not like to think that 


“Congress or the public needs to be scared into supporting adequate 


expenditures for military preparedness. 

Yet, even as the House whipped the $56,000,000,000 defense bill 
through, almost overnight, with no limit at all on troops sent to 
Europe and with no cuts in funds—the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee was chipping away lustily at a companion bill, the 
$8,500,000,000 foreign aid program. As finally approved by that 
committee, the fund was slashed by $621,250,000, and the program 
was put under administration of a new independent agency, 
headed by an official of cabinet rank. : 

Aside from testimony by General Bradley, who insisted th&t 
“nothing Russia has done indicates she has changed her inten- 
tions,” there was no special scare pressure behind this foreign aid 
measure. But suppose Soviet troops were marching toward the 
French frontier? Would there be hesitation, quibbling, chiseling 
in Congress then? Or a demand for putting foreign help under a 
brand-new agency which might take months to set up? 


We know that answer. Yet there should be 
Both . Part no difference in attitude between these two 
measures. They are both part of the defense program of the 
United States. 

Foreign aid is domestic defense. That is the chief reason for 
it. When the free world is threatened anywhere, we are threat- 
ened. That is why we give aid alike to Socialist Britain, Fascist 
Spain and Communist Tito. That is why we have our Army in 
Korea. Every time new Soviet aggression destroys the .inde- 
pendence of any country, however small, it brings its menace 
nearer to us. 

It is true that the administration has not presented. these 
measures as effectively as it might have. The House committee 
complained that estimates for the $56,000,000,000 defense bill were 
three months late, and that many of the proposed expenditures 
were not clearly shown. The public could have been given a much 
more definite picture of the goals sought under the foreign aid bill. 

Time will tell just how these measures shape up when they 
reach the White House. Meanwhile, Congressmen’ and also their 
constituents—meaning all of us—might give sober thought to the 
problem of our security. 

Wo matter how Russia ‘tries to lull us with peace overtures; 
no matter how well the truce talks in Korea may go; no matter 
how serene the week ahead may look from any particular arm- 
chair, beach cabana or canoe—let us resolve to see this defense 
program through. Let’s not wait until we are scared—again.

There’s No Successor to Hearst 


NEW YORK—William Randolph Hearst was a great patriot who tried to keep 


the United States out of both world wars. 


Had he been -able to persuade the 


Wilson administration to redeem the Democratic Party’s campaign slogan of 1916, 
“He kept us out of war,” Mr. Hearst probably would have forfended World War II 


eee: 


and the now descending doom of this republic in the political, economic and mili- 
tary showdown with the Soviet empire. 


Instead, Wilson hurried into the First 


World War within a few months after he had been re-elected. Wilson and Franklin D. Roosevelt 
were toadies in their secret hearts who felt inferior to European royalty and othér dignitaries of 


state. They were not of the people. 
and manipulated and exploited them to show off 
to European rulers. 


In September, 1914, as the infatuation of 
American dollar-aristocrats on the Eastern sea- 
board grew more and more intolerant of straight 
American patriotism, Mr. Hearst wrote: “The 
war in horrifying progress in Europe is, in reality, 
that most dreadful of all wars, a civil war. It it 
a war between states which should be living in 
peace and amity, in co-operative effort, in intel- 
lectual and material progress and even in gov- 
ernmental accord as ‘the United States of Eu- 
rope.’ . .. Accumulated treasures of centuries 
are being destroyed whose elevating and civiliz- 
ing influence will forever be ended in the world. 
It means a diminution of the number and a weak- 
ening of the power in the world of the white na- 
tions—of the Occidental nations, of which we are 
one. It means an assault on the standards, the 
ideals, the conditions of life which have been the 
contribution of those Occidental nations to the 
civilization of the world. It means a correspond- 
ing strengthening of Oriental aims, ideals and 
ambitions. It tends to make possible an eventual 
triumph of ideals and ‘conditions wholly foreign 
and offensive to our own.” 

Mr. Hearst was a fighter of tremendous bold 
courage. His newspapers were burned and 
barred from newsstands. His supplies of raw 
paper were threatened. He took boycotts and 


fought back. His reporters were thrown out of - 


England. Still he fought to warn the people of 
the United States of the horrible folly of Wilson’s 
course. 


A week later, Mr. Hearst wrote: “Truly, as 
Kipling says, ‘The Hun is at the gate’ but the Hun 
comes not, nor ever has come, from Germany, 
nor from any part of Europe but will come, as 
he has, in the past, in almost irresistible tides of 
invasion from the interior of Asia.” _ 

-During Roosevelt’s war, the American and 
British military planners had this thought in 
mind in planning to keep the Asiatic Russian 
hordes at bay on the eastern borders of Poland 


and to keep Western Europe secure in Occidental 


hands. Roosevelt, Truman, and General Eisen- 
hower made the Western forces hold back while 
Stalin first slaughtered the Polish patriots and 
then accepted with surly condescension the gift 
of Anglo-Saxon Eastern Europe which Occidental 
troops had won for him. 

“The white races are blinded by the fury of 
their internecine strife,” Mr. Hearst wrate in 
1918. “What does it matter how the white races 
are grouped among themselves? In any case, the 
white man’s civilization, the white man’s reli- 
gions, the white man’s standards of living and 


They felt themselves to be superior to the American people 


morals will be maintained and that is al] that 
counts. The whole program of the white nations 
is along the path of democracy to higher humani- 
tarian ideals and more just and equal social and 
political conditions. Orientalism, on the. con- 
trary, means despotism.” 

In 1941, Winston Churchill belatedly had the 
same idea—too lgte. | 

In all such discussion Mr. Hearst implied the 
inclusion of the American Negro population in 
this “‘véHife’” nation. The distinction he drew 
separated the Occident from the Orient. 

In September, 1939, he wrote: “We can keep 
out of the war if we want to. Europe could keep 
out if ifwahted to. There is no situation in Eu- 
rope which could not have been solved by the 
peaceful discussions which the President urged. 
But war is in no sense inevitable here.” 

Mr. Hearst encouraged labor unions when that _ 
was a very unpopular cause, When unionism ran 
riot he advocated compulsory arbitration through 
courts to be established for that special purpose. 

We have no successor to William Randolph 
Hearst. Had the country been given the wisdom 
to heed Hearst and the “visionary crackpot,” 
Henry Ford, who earnestly tried to get the boys 
“out of the trenches by -Christmas” in 1915, the 
doom of Western civilization would have been 
averted.

Ophthalmolo- 
gists (eye surgeons) donate their 
services.”

Women Own

If Possible 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Aug. 16 
(?)—August heat got ya? Wanta 
cool off? 

Well, forget about those 
“light” lettuce-and-tomato’ and 
salad dishes and help yourself 
to a real sizzling hot steak, with 
potatoes—that is, if your family 
pocketbook can stand it. 

That advice was offered by 
one of the top experts on weath- 
er and what to do about it—Yale 
professor Dr. Lovic P. Herring- 
ton, research director of the 
John B. Pierce foundation which 
studies heat, ventilation, and 
health. . 


Dr. Herrington says the 
practice of eating light foods 
to keep from sweltering is 
really the invention of Sum 
mer weather escapists who 


live in regions where it really 
gets hot only about a dozen 
times a year. 


The climatologist, a native of 
Waynesboro, Ga., where the 
mercury usually hovers around 
the 95-degree mark, asserts that 
the salad blueplate may be all 


right for rabbits, and leisurely 


‘ clubwomen bent on keeping 
away from the stove—but for 
beating the heat, he’ll take his 
steak well done. 

The Yale weather expert says 
the salad as a meal doesn’t pro- 
vide the proteins needed for a 
good day’s work—and that’s as 
true in December as it is in July. 


Morover, he explained, it's 
all in the skin, not in the mind. 
If you eat hot, protein-rich 
foods, your blood circulation is 
better. When it gets too hot 
outside, the blood rushes to the 
vessels in the outer skin layer 
for a cooling-off period. You 
cool off in the process. 


Dr. Herrington’s other tips: 
Wear lightweight clothing, par- 
ticularly garments with open 
weave and ventilated pockets. 
The advantage of “air-condi- 
tioned” pockets is that when you 
walk, air is pumped up over the 
legs and filters out through the 
pocket area, Dr. Herrington 
warns, however, that the pock- 
ets must be made of sufficiently 
tough material to prevent the 
loss of money or personal ef- 
fects. 

Another Herrington suggestion 
is to wear ventilated shoes with 
light socks. Light shades in 
clothing, preferably white, also 
help to cheat old Sol. A light 
blue, or white can reject up to as 
much as 50 percent of the sun’s 
heat. 

Avoid garters—if possible— 
because they slow up circula- 
tion, and good circulation keeps 
the skin temperature down when 
the thermometer is going up. 

And unless the sun is really 
out with a vengeance, don’t 
wear a hat. It cuts down the 
evaporative surface of the head 
s0 that you don’t perspire as well.

Children Has 


Hearing Fault 


By GLADYS BEVANS 


There may be many reasons 
why a child does not do well 
in school. But there are two 
physical handicaps which def- 
initely hold a child back in his 
or her studies, but which, 
strangely enough, often go un- 
discovered. These two handi- 
caps are sight defects and hear- 
ing defects. One would think 
that all children’s eyes and ears 
would automatically be checked, 
yet such is not the case. 

Last week 
subject of sight: how important 
it is to have children’s eyes 
examined, and how essential it 
is that they be placed in sight- 
saving classes if their vision is 
not normal. 

This week, as the opening of 
school approaches, I want to 
go into the subject of children’s 
hearing, with facts and advice 
based upon reports from the 
Hearing Foundation, 
non-profit organization. 

The most startling statement 
they have to make is that one 
out of 10 children have hear- 
ing defects, that in — these 
cases neglect is one of the im- 
portant causes, and that, re- 
gardless of the cause, most chil- 
dren with hearing defects could 
be helped. 

Let us look at some of the 
specific information now avail- 
able as to causes: 

The common cold: childhood 
diseases (mumps, scarlet fever, 
measles, etc.); infected tonsils, 
adenoids and chronic sinus dis- 
orders: a blow on the ear: loud 
explosions or continuous ex- 
posure to loud noises; deposits 
of wax (can cause temporary 
deafness); heredity (this ac- 
counts for a small percentage 
of the cases); water in the 
middle ear from diving; violent 
nose-blowing or sneezing. 

Later we'll discuss what is 
meant by the statement that 
half the children who are deaf 
are so because of their parents’ 
neglect.

Not many nights back, they 
showed the movies of the 


Dempsey-Tunney fight at Chi-. 


cago and as the flickers re- 
created the excitement of that 
night in Soldier’s Field, it re- 
leased a spool of memory. Be- 
cause this was a return fight, 
there was tremendous drama 
and tension surrounding it and 
because it was held in Chicae 
g0, in 1927, the cast was color- 
ful—and sometimes rough. 


For two weeks preceding the 
fight, I’d practically lived with 
Dempsey and his entourage at 
Lincoln Fields. After his work- 
outs, canasta being then un- 
known, we played casino. The 
late Leo P. Flynn, who could 
play pool or cards better than 
most, was the steady winner. 
And as we played, the tension 
mounted. 

The selection of a _ referee 
and judges was. considered of 
greatest importance, in the 
Dempsey camp. Not by Demp- 
sey! “If I’ve got anything left,” 
“the only referee and judges 
I’ll need are these.”’ He indicated 
the red fighting mittens. “I 
can’t outbox him; I’ve got to 
win by a knockout.” 

But behind the scene, the 
Dempsey camp kept trying to 
arrange the selection of a ref- 
eree who would be friendly to 
the ex-champ. Chicago mobs 
said it could be done and we 
drove in to a Chicago hotel to 
listen to their reasons. 

The Chicago mobsters, five 
of them, came to the rendez- 
vous in the hotel room looking 


like three Richard Widmarks. 


and two Jim Cagneys. All were 
dressed in belted blue topcoats, 
all wore soft hats. 

Their fee would be $50,000. 

“How do you know that your 
handpicked referee won’t dou- 
blecross us?” asked Flynn. “Bee 
cause,” said one of the Chicago 
hoods, “we will be sitting in 
Working Press seats and the 
minute he steps out of the ring, 
we will take him by the arms 
and escort him out of the ball- 
park. If there’s a doublecross, 
when we get outside the park, 
you'll hear the backfire of a 
car, Only it won’t be no back- 
fire. It will be one of us shoot- 


ing him very dead indeed.” 


The proposed referee, sitting 
there, wet his lips nervously as 
he heard what would happen 
to him. 

“Billy Gibson, Tunney’s man- 
ager, isn’t a damn fool,” said one 
of the Dempsey group. “What 
makes you think he’ll agree to 
this referee you’ve handpicked?” 

“That’s what makes it »Der- 
fect,” said a-Chicago hood. “This 
guy used to referee fights for 
Gibson, when Benny Leonard 
was champ. At Benton Harbor, 
in 1920, when Leonard’s fight- 
ing Charlie White, you remem- 
ber White left-hooked Leonard 


- out of the ring. The referee. to 


give Leonard a chance to pull 
himself together, got into an 
argument with Charlie White, 
y’hear, and by the time he fin- 
ishes arguing Leonard is back in 
action. Benny wins by a knock- 
out in the fifth round, but he 
had some help. So Billy Gibson 
will O.K. our referee, because 
he figures he’s on HIS side.” 

“You guys think of every- 
thing,” said a Dempsey adviser. 

“It saves obituary notices,” 
said the Chicago spokesman, 
grimly. 


“Why do you want to switch 
from Billy Gibson now?” one of 
the Dempsey camp asked the 
referee. “If you had a good deal 
with him, why are you changing 
camps for Dempsey?” = 

“T’ll tell you why,” said the 
referee. “Some time back, I’m 
in the lobby of a Loop theater, 
between acts, and all of a sud- 
den two guys stick rods in my 
belly and start pumping. I lived, 
but now I wear this corset to 
hold my middle section to- 
gether.” He indicated the heavy 
corset under his shirt. 

“I made up my mind that 
night,” said the referee, “that I 
don’t want, ever again, to be 
used for target practice. If I go 
to a show, I just want to see it— 
I don’t want to be part of it. 
These guys here can guarantee 
me a long life in this town, and 
I want to live a long life, with 
no more ventilation in my belly:

For State’s Mental Patients 


MILLEDGEVILLE, Aug. 16— 
“A man with a toe ache gets more 
attention from the doctors in a 
general hospital than a mental 
— gets at Milledgeville State 

ospital.” 


That sad and ironic statement, 
made by a psychiatrist at Mil- 
ledgeville two years ago, is still 
true in a measure—but things are 
changing for the better fast. 


24 DOCTORS NOW 


Two years ago the State Hos- 
pital had only 13 doctors for its 
10,000 patients. Today it has 24 
doctors at work, others on the way 
and real hope, for the first time 
in its history, of getting accredited 
as a teaching hospital offering a 
place for medical school graduates 
to intern. 

Fifteen of the state’s outstand- 
ing specialists in various fields of 
medicine are on the hospital’s staff 
of consultants, visiting regularly 
once or twice a month. Several 
new operational procedures have 
been inaugurated, including the 
sensational “ice pick” operation, 
and by the middle of September 
a pioneer in the field of psycho- 
drama is expected to join the staff. 
Two psychologists have been add- 
ed and despite the discouraging 
fact that one psychiatrist still 
carries a patient load of 717 
mentally ill men the number of 
patients cured and furloughed is 
increasing annually. 

“We work against terrific odds,” 
one psychiatrist explained. “If 
the days were three times as long 
as they are, I still couldn’t spend 


fen 


patients. Mental illness needs 
more attention than physical ill- 
ness—and we have less time to 
give it. But if we plug along hard 
enough and the public stays inter- 
ested enough, some day this hos- 
pital will have enough doctors to 
go around!” 


FORWARD STEPS 


Public interest and the result- 
ing State support is responsible 
for many forward steps in treat- 
ment at the State Hospital, Dr. T. 
G. Peacock, the superintendent 
explained. The average patient 
load is 490 per doctor, but the 
doctors’ work has been supple- 
mented by group psycho-therapy 
classes, by psychological examina- 
tions and by expanded occupation- 
al therapy and recreative pro- 
grams, 

Meanwhile, the physical treat- 
ment of patients has become al- 
most outstanding. Every patient in 
the hospital is tested for tuber- 
culosis and cancer. Every patient 
has a complete blood study, urin- 
alysis and chest, heart and lung 
X-rays made during the first 24 
hours in the institution. With the 
help of the 15 visiting consultants, 
who come from Macon, Augusta, 
Athens and Jesup, delicate and 
intricate surgery is performed. 
Plastic surgery and diseases of the 
skin are treated. A total of 1,400 
dental operations was performed 


last month. 

On the mental treatment side, 
the lobotomy operation has been 
tried with some success, Dr. Pea- 


cock said.

While they were 
out looking for the wily rabbits that frequent our farm, the 
rabbits were playing right here in our front yard. An “Acre 
of Diamonds” story, if ever there was one. 


You remember the man who 
went around the world searching 
for diamonds only to find in his 
dotage that his own back yard 
was filled with them. Then there 
is the familiar hymn we refer to 
often in this column, “Beneath 
thy feet Life’s pearls are cast.” 
The rabbits are beneath Jock’s 
feet but he is off “running over 
more than he is picking up.” 

This is a right interesting time 
of the year on the farm. The corn 
is just ripe enough for freezing. 
So are the crowder peas, the 
okra, and the butter beans. To 
date we can’t afford any string 
beans, the Kentucky Wonders, 
for freezing or canning; there has 
been just enough to keep our din- 
ners succulent and fattening. 


FALL TINGE NOTED 


There's a tinge of Fall in the 
air, and Tammie is looking out 
over the front yard where the 
rabbits are scurrying and h»: is 
emitting low rumbles from his 
boyish throat and trying to 
frighten them by his very own 
fierceness but the rabbits don’t 
frighten much. They have had too 
many running contests with our 
short-legged Scotties to worry 
about them unless they are run- 
ning as a pack. 

Aunt Susie and Madame Secre- 
tary are in the garden close by 
the front porch where I write this 
and I can overhear their excited 
voices as they discover new ears 
of corn or new rows of peas, or 
another bash of okra. Okra seems 


to have been the hardest to raise 


this year and it is just now hitting 
its stride. 

I suspect there will be steamed 
okra on the table from here on for 
several weeks; heretofore the few 
pods available in the garden have 


been fried, a despicable way to 
treat this hardy vegetable, but one 
adopted by many Georgians, prob- 
ably because the butter was low 
and the long hog grease to fry 
them in was available. 


THE DRYS HAVE IT 


The year has been dry. Some- 
times it seems we have always 
been dry. Two years ago we had a 
magnificent garden down on one 
of the streams that flow through 
Yellow River Farm but this past 
year Old Will has been ailing from 
a work-weary heart and we 
moved the garden back to the 
house. But here we have to de- 
pend upon Nature to supply our 
moisture needs and she is derelict.

Johns River where the water is 
fresh and where the irrigation 
pump could supply our needs 
regularly and where the big black 
bass are always available.

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Shortage 
Of Truck 


Tires Seen 


By WELLINGTON WRIGHT 


There is a serious shortage in 
the supply of truck tires and farm 
tractor tires, Winston W. March 
of Washington, general manager 
for the National Association of 
Independent Tire Dealers, Inc., 
said here Thursday. 


“The rubber saved by the ban 
on the spare tire for new passen- 
ger cars went into the manufac- 
ture of truck and farm tractor 
tires,” said Marsh. “As a result 
of the removal of the ban, the 
supply of truck tires had dropped 
11 per cent as compared with the 
supply in June, the month before 
the lifting of the ban, and for the 
same period the supply of farm 
tractor tires has dropped 17 per 
cent. In those lines, that is a seri- 
cus situation.” be 

Marsh was optimistic, however, 
in regard to the general rubber 
situation in this country. He said 
that conditions are so much im- 
proved over some months ago that 
rubber control5 may be lightened, 
or even lifted entirely, during the 
next 30 or 60 days. 

“For: the owners of passenger 
cars, the tire situation gets 
brighter and brighter as regards 
the supply,” he said. “But it looks 
as if wage increases in tire fac- 
tories are going to boost the price 
of tires again, this time probably 
124% per cent. At present, prices 
are up about 15 per cent over a 
year ago.” 

Marsh said he made this trip 
primarily to take part Wednesday 
in the opening of the plant of the 
Southeastern Rubber Company at 
Athens. This, he said, is a modern 
$250,000 plant and one of the fin- 
est of its kind in the country. 


Dispersal 
Of Industry 
Plan Pushed 


Mobilizer Wilson 
Praises Program 


The philosophy of the dispersal 
of industry, expounded so earnest- 
ly by Southern leaders, has an 
important disciple in Charles E. 
Wilson, head of the Office of De- 
fense Mobilization and former 
president of General Electric 
Company. 

Wilson said in. Washington 
Thursday’ that “we're going 
ahead” with President Truman’s 
plant. dispersal program despite 
criticism from Congress. 

He added that the program is 
a great one for the good of the 
country — “for many years to 
come, in peace and war.” 


Southerners have been preach- 
ing that doctrine for vears and 
recently have been making head- 
Way as industry after industry has 
turned in our direction. 

The plan calls for placing new 
industrial plants at least an 
atomic bomb’s range — several 
miles—from existing plants, Mr. 
Truman has ordered government 
agencies to use these dispersal 
standards in administering gov- 
ernment aid programs for indus- 
try. 

Rep. Martin (Rep., Mass.), 

Ouse minority leader, has com- 
plained that the pn might result 
in locating few new plants in al- 
ready heavily industrialized New 
England. 

Wilson's statement emphasized 
“the local character of this pro- 
gram for greater national secu- 
rity.” 

“Existing industrial areas,” Wil- 

son said, “can apply the dispersal 
idea—space—in terms of a few 
miles rather than hundreds. We 
are not asking vital industries to 
move their factories but only to 
locate new factories a few miles 
away from existing ones. 
_“We are relying upon private 
industry everywhere to see that 
new plants are dispersed. And ef- 
fective dispersal can be accom- 
plished within local marketing 
areas.”

FIRST CONTRACT CITED

Occur in Homes Here 


Fifty-six percent of all acci- 
dental deaths in Atlanta during 
the past seven months were home 
fatalities, the Greater Atlanta 
Safety Council reported Thurs- 


day. 

Of the 86 accidental deaths, 48 

occurred in Atlanta homes. 
* Although no persons were elec- 
trocuted at home, accidental death 
of an Atlanta man by electrocu- 
tion this week prompted the Safe- 
ty Council to warn: “It could hap- 
pen in your home,” 

P. A. Stringer, the Council's 
safety engineer, said the chief 
danger was in the bathroom. 

He said if you put one hand on 
a water faucet and the other hand 
on a light chain, you could be 
electrocuted if the light socket 
happened to be faulty. 

Springer said housewives also 
“could get in trouble witp wash- 
ing machines,” 

He said if the wires going to 
thé washing machine motors 
should ‘become frayed and touch 
any metal part of the machine, 
the washing machine might be- 
eome charged with electricity. If 
a woman standing on a damp 
basement floor- touched the 
charged machine, he said, she 
could be electrocuted. 

Worn electric cords pose an- 


other danger. If a child touched 
a metal radiator and grabbed a 
worn light ‘cord where the wires 
were exposed, he could be elec- 
trocuted, Springer said. 

As a precautionary “measure, 
Springer suggested placing insu- 
lation links in bathroom light 
sockets. He also récommended 
eliminating open screw sockets. 
And he stressed the importance 
of checking to see that no worn 
places were on the electric cords 
with wires exposed. Washing ma- 
chines and other electric appli- 
ances could be “grounded,” he 
said, to eliminate the danger of 
electrocution. 

Of the 48 accidental deaths in 
Atlanta homes, 20 were caused by 
falls, the Safety Council reported. 
The Council also noted 10 home 
deaths were caused by fire; six 
by strangulation; four by suffo- 
cation; four by poison, and four 


by miscellaneous accidents. 


Thirteen of those who died were 
under five years of age. Twenty- 
three were over 64. One was in 
the 15-24 age group; five were 
between 25 and. 44; and six were 
between 45 and 64.
